At the Council meeting of 
November 25, the Foothill 
Areas Association brought 
the matter before the Coun¬ 
cil again, pointing out that 
as a result of the 417 acres 
burned over on the water¬ 
shed in the fire this past 
season, the LA C o u .n t y 
Flood Control had alerted 
the Canyon residents to a 
po.ssible disa.ster from de¬ 
bris produced as a result of 
rain this winter being be- 
yon'd the 150,000 yard capa¬ 
city of the dam to retain, 
with, the excess flowing over 
the dam into the Canyon. 

After di.scussion of the 
fact that two years ago the 
Flood Control staff had pro¬ 
posed to enlarge the capa¬ 
city behind the dam to 
250,000 cubic yards (still 
90,()00 cubic yards below the 
required capacity as com¬ 
puted by the Corps of En¬ 
gineers), and now states 
that no enlargement Is pos¬ 
sible because of unfavor¬ 
able geological conditions 
in the canyon behind the 
dam, the Council directed 
Mr. Boehm, City Adminis¬ 
trator, to arrange for a re¬ 
view of the debris retainer 
rack with L.A. County Flood 
Control, Mr. Wag.ner, and 
Mr. Bevington, City En¬ 
gineer. 

The debris retainer pro¬ 
posed by Mr. Wag.ner con¬ 
sists of a screen made of 
parallel bars to be placed at 
a suitable location behind 
the dam to Increase the de¬ 
bris retaining capacity to at 
least 340,CKX) Cubic yards. 
The screen would be placed 
at an' angle of 30° to the 
horizontal, which is approxi¬ 
mately the angle of repose 
In water of the debris that 
is ex,pected to be deposited. 
This placement will mini¬ 
mize the pressures on the 
structure from the debris, 
and makes feasible a light 
supporting stuu c t u r e, as 
compared to a dam, to

He bought a ranch 
at the corner of Sierra Ma- 
dre Blvd. and Michillinda, 
whore he built a home in 
1882. Sierra Madre then was 
n,ot a city but a clu.ster of 
small hou.ses. 

Raymond Andrews had 
his elementary education in 
Sierra Madre at tlie fir.st 
school where Kerstlng Court 
is now. He attcnde.d' Troo,p 
Polytechnic In.stitute for his 
high .school years. Then he 
attended California Insti¬ 
tute of Technology for two 
years, before entering the 
University of California at 
Berkeley, from which he 
graduated with an electrical 
engineer’s degree in 1915. 

Mr. Andrews was em¬ 
ployed by the Edison. Com¬ 
pany for 21 years. From 
1944 he owned his own husi 
ness of electrical supplies 
and equipment with offices 
in Los Angeles and Pasa¬ 
dena. Later he became an 
engineering consultant. 

Raymond Andrews carried 
on his father’s tradition of 
civic activities.

There is ,no greater in¬ 
equity or unfair burden in 
the California taxing struc¬ 
ture than "the unjust and 
discriminatory exemp t i o n 
now enjoyed' by customers 
of government-owned non- 
taxpaying electric utilities,” 
the State Assembly and Sen¬ 
ate Revenue and Tax Com¬ 
mittees were told today. 

Howard P. Allen, vice 
president of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Edison Company, ap¬ 
peared before the two com¬ 
mittees, meeting in joint 
session, to voice “support of 
the principle" embodied' in 
A.B. 1618 of the 1969 session 
of the California Legislature 
which would levy an excise 
tax on government-owned 
utilities engaged In the elec¬ 
tric busine.s.s, as measured 
by gross operating revenues 
from retail sales. 

AIle. 1 .' charged that the 
customers of government- 
owned electric utilities in 
the state “are not paying 
their fair .share of the costs 
of state and local govern¬ 
ment or schools, and' the 
cirstomers of the inve.stor- 
owned taxpaying electric 
utiiities are paying more 
than their share of the costs 
of these governmental ser¬ 
vices.” He statecT: 

“Inasmuch as the econ¬ 
omic impact of taxes upon 
electric utilities, whether in- 
ve.stor - owned or govern¬ 
ment - owned, necessarily 
falls on the customer — a 
home or a busine.ss — the

"tortillas” that were fried or 
toa.sted until crisp. Now the 
word' mean.s a number of 
different things depending 
;upo,n which part of Mexico 
you are in. U.sually they are 
whole “tortillas” fried until 
crisp and covered with vari¬ 
ous meats, chee.se and vege¬ 
tables. When they are ciut 
into quarters or eighths they 
are called “to.staditas, “tos- 
tadas” or “totopos”. “Enchi¬ 
ladas” are stuffed “Tor¬ 
tillas”. They are filled with 
meat, poultry or seafood or 
cheese, and are rolled or 
folded. “Tacos” are fried 
filled “tortillas”. “Tamales” 
arc made of a corrimoal 
dough which is spread on, 
corn husks, which is then 
spread with a filling, rolled 
and steamed. 

“Frijoles” are Mexican 
beans which are just as im- 
porta.nt as “tortilias”.

In Mexico there are two 
kinds of soup, liquid and 
(Try. The dry soups are like 
our casseroles. The Mexi¬ 
cans like a salad of mixed 
greens, although they also 
have compouncl salad.s, such 
as potato with sardines; 
.squash with onion; aspara¬ 
gus and eggs; and garban- 
zos with, beets. Al.so cauli¬ 
flower, ham and avocado; 
and oranges combined with 
ctucumbers and peppers. 
Rather unusual combina¬ 
tions but good'. 

“Colache” is a favorite 
vegetable dish and goes 
back to Aztec days. This is 
made with onions, green 
beans, green popper, sum¬ 
mer squash or Zucchini, to¬ 
matoes and ears of corn. 

You might like to try a 
couple of dishes that are 
served in Mexico at Christ¬ 
mas time. One is “Menudb”, 
which is traditionally served 
in Sonora on Christmas or 
New Year’s Eve. This is 
made with tripe, veal, gar¬ 
lic, onion, coriander, chili 
powder, hominy and lemon 
and is served in soup dishes. 

Another tradition is to 
serve “Ensalada De Noche 
Buena”, which is "Christmas 


Eve Salad”. This is slices 
•of cooked beets, rod apples, 
pineapple, oranges, bananas, 
roa.sted peanuts, and pome¬ 
granate seeds, arranged on 
a bed of lettuce, and sprin¬ 
kled with sugar. 

For d'e.sert you could serve 
“Churros” Which came to 
Mexico from Spain. Those 
are made with a cream puff 
pa.sto squeezed from a pas¬ 
try tube into hot fat, fried 
until brown and sprinkled 
with powdered sugar. If you 
are more ambitious you 
might make some "Empa¬ 
nadas do Dulce” which are 
sweet Mexican fruit filled 
turnovers Which can bo 
baked or fried. 

This Mexican dinner 
would not be complete if 
you didn’t servo “Chocolate 
Mexienno”, (Mexican Choco¬ 
late). This is native to Am¬ 
erica, and is made in Mexico 
from a .sweetened chocolate, 
flavored with the vanilla 
bean, spiced' with cinnamon, 
and foamed at the table in 
a picturesque earthen Jug, 
with a “molinillo” or little 
wooden mill that is twirled 
rapidly between the palms 
of the hands.

For War Vets

Webster said that vet¬ 
erans who are totally and 
permanently disabled from 
service - connected causes 
can now receive out-patient 
care at 'Veterans Adminis¬ 
tration clinics for non. serv¬ 
ice - connected condition.s as 
well as for their service- 
connected conditions. 

He explained that outpa¬ 
tient care has, in the past, 
been, available only for 
medical conditio ns that 
wero service related. 

The new rules authorized 
in Public Law 91-102, dated 
October .30, 1969, entitle the 
war veteran in .service-con¬ 
nected total disability .status 
to medical care without the 
need' lor investigaticxn' as to 
the exact relation of a par¬ 
ticular condition and the 
service- connected disability, 
Webster explained.

ORDINANCE NO. 844 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
AMENDING THE CITY CODE 
WITH RESPECT TO USE OF 
THE COMMUNITY RECREA¬ 
TION CENTER 

THE CI'TY COUNCIL OP THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. The following new 
Sections 8404.1 through 8404.4, in¬ 
clusive, are hereby added to the 
City Code: 

Section 8404.1. Community 
Recreation Center. 

Notwithstanding the provl- 
.slons of Section 8404, the 
Sierra Madre Community Re¬ 
creation Center may, by per¬ 
mit, be utilized for the as¬ 
semblage of persona where al¬ 
coholic beverages are dis¬ 
pensed and consumed. 

Section 8404.2. Community 
Recreation Center-Permits. 

Upon approval of the City 
Council, the City Administra¬ 
tor may Issue permits to re¬ 
sponsible local nonprofit or¬ 
ganizations for such assem¬ 
blages in the Community Re¬ 
creation Center, subject to 
such reasonable conditions as 
may be necessary. In his 
opinion, to preserve order and 
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to protect public property. 
Such conditions shall, in all - 
cases, include the following: 

(a) The permit shall be 
valid between 11:30 a.m. ana 
1 :00 a.m. of the following 
morning only; specific times 
subject to approval by the 
City Administrator. 

(b) The permit shall require 
the permittee to accept and 
adhere to all the provisions 
of the then current “Facil¬ 
ity Use Policy”. 

(c) Tlie permit may require 
that the permittee, at its 
own expense, provide a City 
off-duty uniformed police 
officer on duty at all times 
for purposes of noise and 
traffic control. Tlie num¬ 
ber of officers to be estab¬ 
lished by the City Admin¬ 
istrator. A responsible offi¬ 
cer of the organization shall 
also be present at all times. 

(d) The permit shall re¬ 
quire that maximum occu¬ 
pancy standards established 
by the Building Department 
be strictly observed. 

(e) The permit shall require 
that no persons under 21 
years of age may be present. 

(f) The permit shall require 
strict compliance with all 
laws and regulations of the 
State of California pertain¬ 
ing to the dispensing and 
con.sumption of alcoholic 
beverages. 

(g) The assemblage shall be 
of a closed or private na¬ 
ture and shall not be open 
to the public. 

(h) The permit shall not be 
issued on Sundays except 
during the hour of mid¬ 
night until 1:00 a.m. 

(i) No such permit shall be 
issued for any period dur¬ 
ing which the Community 
Recreation Center Is being 
used for governmental pur¬ 
poses or activities for per¬ 
sons under 21 years of age. 

(J) No such permit shall be 
Issued where the use of such 
permit would directly con¬ 
flict with regularly sche¬ 
duled activities In the faci¬ 
lities or adjoining park 
area. 

Section 8404.3. Community 
Recreation Center — Permits 
— Definitions. 

The following terms, as used 
in Section 8404.2, shall be 
deemed to have the following 
meaning: 

(a) “Local” shall mean an 
organization which has con¬ 
ducted at least bi-monthly 
meetings or actllvtles with¬ 
in the City of Sierra Madre 
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for a period of at least one 
( 1 ) year prior to the date 
of application, and which 
has a permanent addre.s8 or 
situs within the City. 

(b) “Nonprofit” shall refer 
to an organization organized 
or incorporated for educa¬ 
tional. civic, charitable, re¬ 
ligious or cultural purpo.scs. 
having a bona fide member¬ 
ship, when proceeds. if 
any, arising from its activi¬ 
ties are used for the pur¬ 
poses of such organization 
and may not be used for 
the individual benefit of the 
membership of such organi¬ 
zation. 

Section 8404.4. Permits — 
Criteria. 

The basis on which the City 
Council shall approve or dis¬ 
approve .such permits Is a 
finding of whether the same 
would or would not be con¬ 
trary to the public welfare. 
Anv applicant shall be en¬ 
titled to a hearing on its ap¬ 
plication upon request.

Sec. 9495.10. Non AppUcablUty. 

This part shall not apply to 
property zoned R-1 and B-2

Law Mania 


At one time or another, most of us are guilty of 
venting our displeasure with a situation by crying “there 
ought to be a law.” And so there are laws — mountains 
of them. Many of them are unenforceable, impracticable 
or unnecessarily oppressive. But, as a general rule, once it 
is passed, a law stays on the books for all time. This is 
because when we say “there ouglit to be a law” and a 
law is passed, we rarely look back to see whether the 
law has fulfilled its alleged purpose. No better illustra¬ 
tion of what kind of lawmaking can do to the country 
can be found in the case of so-called gun control measure.^. 

In the midst of the hue and cry against the traditional 
right of gun ownership by private citizens, many stringent 
laws have been passed regulating and licensing guns. In¬ 
stead of reviewing the cffectivenss of these laws, a na¬ 
tional commission has now concluded that there should 
be even more stringent federal control of guns and even¬ 
tual rigid curbs on the traditional right of gun ownership 
by law-abiding U.S. citizens. Almost certainly, advocates 
of gun registration and licensing envision the day of gun 
confiscation — the disarming of all U.S. citizens. 

Meanwhile, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has 
released some interesting figures on crime and gun con¬ 
trols. These figures reveal that the rate of crime and 
homicide has risen most rapidly in states that have re¬ 
cently passed extreme gun regulations. New Jersey, 
which introduced one of the toughest antigun laws in 
1966, has suffered a period of skyrocketing crime. Before 
the law was passed, the state ranked 18th among the 
50 states in total crime rates. By last year, it had surged 
to 10th in overall crime. On the average, states with the 
least restrictive gun controls have the lowest crime and 
homicide rates. 

Instead of crying for more laws, we should question 
the wisdom of present laws. 

Deceptive Arithmetic 

In the long run, the price of controlling inflation will 
bo far less than the price of faiiure to control it. Reported¬ 
ly, part of the price of bringing inflation under control 
may be a rise in unemployment. Any such rise will pro¬ 
vide a powerful stimulus to those who expect to use un¬ 
employment as ammunition to force the Administration 
to relax its efforts in the fight against inflation. 

Ironically, statistics may be a bigger enemy than 
actual unemployment. For statistically, unemployment may 
look larger than the reality. Noted economist and colum¬ 
nist Milton Friedman has shown how deceptive unemploy¬ 
ment arithmetic can bo. According to Mr. Friedman, the 
current unemployment percentage of 4 per cent corres¬ 
ponds to about 3.2 million unemployed. From this it might ' 
be inferred than 3 million families are I'cceiving no pay¬ 
checks. But, as Mr. Friedman explains, hidden in the , 
unemployment statistics are these facts; “Roughly 1 mil- ; 
lion unemployed are teen-agers, about half of whom are i 
looking for their first job. Of the remaining unemployed, ( 
half are females, many of whom are not regular earners. ] 
Of the million unemployed males 20 years and older, only ' 
about half are married men . . . fewer than half of tlie i 
currently unemployed have been unemployed for as long ’ 
as five weeks; only 5 per cent — about 150,000 — for as 1 
long as six months. This is the hard-core group that leaps < 
to mind when wo talk about ‘the unemployed.’ This plight { 
is certainly serious — but 150,000 x^ersons in that position t 
is a far cry from 3 million.” i 

It would be a tragedy if tricky statistics weakened the ( 
will to continue the battle against inflation. ®
